It will 
take about IIJIM.Ot to finance it the balance of the year at which time 
I believe it will be self-supporting. 
If these facta ran be brought before 
the people of these cities 1 believe the atone> ran be had. I appreciate the 
fact that this is a negro institution never-the-le*» it is one well worthly 
of support and one through which a great deal of good can be accomplished.

“That we deplore the fact that our 
legislature felt it necessary to extend 
for four years longer the reign of 
fthis system in Alabama;
